Oar notice of the fact that the cold 
had destroyed the grape buds, induc¬ 
ed many to examine their tinea to 
their Borrow. That the injury is gen¬ 
eral IL rough out thii region, we find 
confirmed on every aide. The quea 
tiers may now be pressed, will it pay 
to protect our hardy vines ? A baaty i 
glance at the vines of oar friend and 
Correspondent, Col. Dewy, enables ua 
to answer. If one year in ten only 
ia to be so sever* on the vinca, it ia 
worth while to give them the protec 
tion of laying them down, coiled a 
little together, and some brush and 
rubbish thrown over them. Aaide 
from the mere protection to the buda, 
there is thus afforded protection to 
the vines; they will not “kill back.

The 
Anderson, (S. S ) Gazette, in its re¬ 
port* on the fall term of Anderson 
Court, says : 

The most interesting case was “The 
State against Nancy Stcveuson.” As J 
the public are aware, this was an in- ' 
dictmcct against the defendant as a 
“common scold." The Cuse being 
cutlejl, Mr. Orr made a motion to 
quash the indictable offence in South 1 
Carolina. Mr Reed read from the 
books much law to sustain the indict¬ 
ment. After argument pro and con, 
tha following order vau passed : “On 
hearing the motion io thia case, it ia 
ordered that the indietment be quash¬ 
ed, on the ground that it was not an 
indictable offence, that portion of tha 
common law relating tu this offence 
being obsolete in South Carolina. 11 
As far as was ascertained, this is the 
third indictment that has ever been 
preferred io the United States for the 
offence of scolding, and we hope it 
< will be the laat, for it ia invading one 
of the dearest rights of woman, and 
ia, in truth, an abridgement of the lib¬ 
erty of speech in the fair sox. The
